Enough Evidence to Indict. 


The grand jury after disposing of Kunz re- [| co 
_}. mained in session until 1 o’clock. When it 


adjourned the jurors were exceedingly guarded 
as to what they had to say regarding Kunz’s 
testimony. 

Gen. Lieb said: Of course I can say noth- 
ing in regard to what took place here this 
morning, but I believe from what I kuow of 
evidence in the possession of the State’s-At- 
torney and others that several of the Alder- 
men will be indicted by this jury. Some of 
this evidence may come up tomorrow, but it 
would be improper for me to say who has 
been subposnaed. The evidence is strong, and 
we will weigh it carefully and make a thor- 
ough examination.” 

In regard to Kunz’s examination a grand 
juror said: ‘To tell you the truth, Kunz has 
not ‘squealed.’ He is, however, in a tight 
place, and we have the means to compel him 
to tell the truth. Should he or any other man

the truth they will be arrested for perjury. 
That will give you an idea of the strength of 
the testimony in our possession. The State 
is bound to break up this gang which has been 
a disgrace to our city for years.

No Special Grand Jury. 

There was a rumor about the Criminal 
Court Building yesterday forenoon that a 
special grand jury was to be called to take up 
the bribery cases for the reason that the regu- 
lar jury had all it could do to investigate the 
regular jail cases. Mr. Longenecker said this 
was incorrect and that a special jury could not 
be called while the regular jury was in session. 

When the jury assembles this morning Ald. 
Kunz will again be put on the stand. City 
Clerk Van Cleave was also subpoenaed to ap- 
pear.

As soon as the Council meeting had ad- 
journed Ald. Roth went direct to the office of 
a newspaper, where he deposited the two bills, 
the hum bers of which were noted, and they were 
then carefully sealed and locked up in one of 
the vaults in the building: Ald. Roth made a 
long statement, giving in full the particulars 
of the bribe-giving; which he had accepted in 
order that he might make a sure case when 
the investigation should be taken up. To lend 
force to the statement it was taken down in 
shorthand, written out on a typewriter, and 
signed by the Alderman before a notary 
public. 

This was but one of the cases of which Ald. 
Roth had a persona: knowledge. He had 


been taken into the confidence of the various 
rings of boodlers and had even had the con- 
fidence reposed in him of being initiated into 
the order of “King Bee Boodlers,” which 
comprises only the high-price men, Aldermen 
who would not look at an ordinance for any 
sum that could be expressed in less than four 
figures. This insight into the secret 
workings of the Council resulted in 
his obtaining information of a posi- 
tive character, information that will be 
convincing enough to send a number of prom- 
jnent members of the Council to Joliet for a 
term of years. 

On another occasion $750 was given-Ald. 
Roth for his vote fora measure pending in the 
Council, and this money was handed to the 
proprietor of the newspaper with a full state- 
ment of the facts connected with the case. 
This statement has been carefully preserved 
for presentation before the grand jury and at 
the trial of the boodlers. 

Ald. Roth made the following statement last 
night : 

“ Many false statements regarding my con- 
nection with certain alleged boodle ordinances 
and with the present grand jury investigation 
have been made in the public press. I had 
nothing to do with bringmg on that investiga- 
tion, which State’s-Attorney Longenecker and 
Foreman Lieb of the grand jury will declare 
was due to certain statements said to have 
been made in the City Council Wednesday 
night by Ald.

Kunz made no 
reply. In regard to a roll of bills he dis- 
played Wednesday night after the Council 
meeting, a roll supposed to have been his re- 
ward for some boodle vote, he said: There 
was only $35 in that roll and it wasn’t 
boodle,”’ 

Ald. Michael J. O’Brien saia that he had 
never been paid money to vote for any ordi- 
nance. He voted for the Economic ordinance 
to down the gas trust. 

Ald. Cullerton said: “I am not interested 
in the matter. I haven’t even read the ac- 
counts of the investigation,’’ 

Ald. Carey said: My opinion is that Kunz 
has got himself into a tight box. He was 
promised, he says, that if he voted for the 
compressed air ordinance he would get 
twenty-four votes for Kowalski, and was mad, 
I guess, because he didn’t get them, That's 
why he made such a scene Wednesday 
night.”’

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KUNZ’s EXIT FROM THE GRAND JURY ROOM. 
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COVERING UP A CRIME, 


HOW DEPUTY WILLIAMS’ Mon- 
DERERS ARE SHIELDED, 


The Coroner’s Inquest Is a Farce, as Wit- 
nesses Are Prevented from Telling What 
They Evidently Know—Had a Sledge- 
Hammer Ready to Batter the Doors— 
Afraid the Governor May Send Troops 
Into Taney County— Mutilation of the 
Body of Bright by Hogs. 

Sy Nan, Mo., March 18,—{Special. |— 
J. S. Johnson of. Ottumwa, Ia., who came up 
from Forsyth this evening, says that the in- 
quest in the murder of Deputy Sheriff Will. 
iams is a complete farce. All testimony 
would implicate the guilty parties is bemg 
carefully excluded. Officers, court, and wit- 
nesses seem intent only in clouding the affair 
as much as possible, in order to prevent the 
criminals from being brought to justice. He 
attended the examination for several hours 
yesterday afternoon. From what he saw and 
heard he says it would be no trouble to * 
out who composed the mob if an honest e 
fort were made. 


One of the witnesses, a lad of 14 years, 


seemed to know a great deal more about the 
affair than he was permitted to divulge. The 
Prosecuting Attorney stopped him quickly 
several times when he was on the point of 
making interesting disclosures and directed 
his testimony in different channels by adroit 
questioning. Among other things which came 
out unexpectedly the boy told about a big 
sledge-hammer being carried to the jail the 
afternoon before the lynching, evidently in 
preparation for battering down the jail doors, 
but no attempt was made to bring out the 
names of the parties who took it there. He 
also related a conversation he had -overheard 
that afternoon. 

A stranger in from the country had re- 
marked to some companions that he was go- 
ing home and they had urged him to stay 
until night and see the fun, and reckoned 
he could not afford to miss it. The boy men 
blurted out the names of these men, produc- 
ing something of a sensation in the court. 
The Prosecuting-Attorney seemed to endeavor 
not to hear this part of the testimony, how- 
ever, and permitted the boy to be called aside 
by spectators, whom Mr. Johnson heard tell- 
ing him that he was talking too much. 


All Pretended to Know Nothing. 
Another witness, Rube Isaacs, an ex-Bald- 


‘Knobber, was one of the scores of witnesses 


and a fair sample of the majority. Although 
he had been around town all the afternoon 
and saw the tragedy, he pretended to know 
nothing about it. From iuformation obtained 
from other sources Mr. Johnson says that the 
movements of Isaacs himself were suspicious 
that day. He had come into town that morn- 
ing with a party of nine men from his 


| neighborhood, and had hung around all 


day as if expecting something to hap- 
pen. At nightfall instead of returumg 
home they had gone out south of town and 
camped on the opposite side of the rivera 
short distance away. 

Isaacs had made himself conspicuous during 
the evening by going to the brow of a hill be- 
yond their camp, keeping a sharp lookout, as 
if expecting some one to make his appearance. 
The lynchers afterward came in from the 
direction in which he had been making his 
reconnoiters. When the lynchers came up to 
the jail Isaacs and his party were on hand 
promptly, just as if they had been expecting 
the whole thing and had waited for the ex- 
press purpose of seeing the fun or perhaps of 
taking part in it if any formidable resistance 
had been offered by the officers or citizens.

Williams re- 
marked: There they come, and started to- 
ward the jail. Parish took hold of his arm 
and endeavored to prevent him from going 
over, telling him not to risk his life by offer- 
ing resistance. 

Williams Was Ready to Fight. 


Williams replied that he had been put there 
to protect the prisoners and would do so if it 
cost him his life. He took his stand at the 


jail door, and as the mob drew near put his 


hand upon his hip pocket as if to draw a 
weapon. Instantly two shots rang out in 
quick succession, and Williams fell. The fact 
that no revolver was found on examining 
Williams’ cody after order had been restored 
led to the report that he was unarmed at the 
time of the killing, but it is now believed that 
the revolver was stolen after he had fallen. 

The friends of the guilty ones are terribly 
exercised over the Governor’s message, in 
which he speaks of ordering out the militia, 
They want peace and harmony in Taney 
County until the crime can be entirely cov- 
ered up. 


SHOT ALL HE COULD AND THEN HIMSELF. 


Murderous Condact of the Rev, Monroe

GRAY WILL NOT HAVE IT. 


The Field Given Up to the Indianians Who 
Will Fight. 

InprAnaApPo.is, Ind., March 18.—[Special. ]— 
The half dozen aspirants for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor, who have not been 
at all sure for the last month whether they 
were really in the race or not, are breathing a 
little easier and are somewhat encouraged to- 
day, Isaac Pusey Gray having most effectually 
squelched the movement to put him at the 
head of the State ticket. The suggestion came 
from Democrats who are ostensibly the most 
devoted friends of Gray, but the ex-Governor 
isn’t sure of the sincerity of his pretended 
friends, and there is much good reason why he 
shouldn’t be.

THAYER WILL REOPEN THE CASE. 


Position Taken That the United States Su- 
preme Court Was on the Demurrer. 

LIxcolx, Neb., March 18;—Tuesday next 
Gen. Thayer will move in the Supreme Court 
of the State fora reopening of the case of 
Thayer vs. Boyd, This announcement comes 
as a surprise to the people of Nebraska, but is 
thoroughly reliable. When the mandate from 
the Supreme Court of the United States was 
served on the Judges of the State court last 
Tuesday Gen, Thayer was out of the city and 
was not represented by counsel. The ex-Gov- 
ernor returned last night and expressed sur- 
prise at the issuance of the mandate. He had 
no knowledge of its presence and thinks the 
court ig in duty bound to reopen the 
case upon his application. Gen, Thayer says 
he is impelled to this action by the earnest 
solicitation of leading men of the State. 
Judge Blair of Omaha and ex-Supreme 
Justice M. B. Breese of this city will probably 
act as attorneys for the ex-Governor. They 
will base their argument on the theory that 
the court at Washington in its decision merely 
overruled the demurrer of Gov. Thayer to 
Gov. Boyd’s answer. Therefore it is only 
necessary fora reply to be filed to Gov. 
Boyd’s answer, which averred upon informa- 
tion and belief that Joseph Boyd, father of 
James E. Boyd, had completed his naturaliza- 
tion in 1854, ata time when James E. Boyd 
was a minor, and alleging further that James 
E. Boyd had for many years been a citizen of 
the United States within the meaning of the 
law and act of Congress. 


INVITED THE PEOPLE’S PARTY IX. 


Michigan Prohibitionistsa Denounce Trusts 
and Ask Workmen to Join Them. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., March 18.— [Spe- 
cial.|—Although the State Prohibition con- 
vention declined point-blank to go over to 
the People’s party, it today invited the Peo- 
ple’s party to come over to the Prohibitionists 
by incorporating this plank in its platform: 

That all trusts or combinations of capital for 
the purpose of controlling the prices of articles 
of necessity or pone consumption are unjust 
and oppressive and should be prohibited by law; 
and that we hail with pleasure the organization 
of workmen and farmers and the intelligent and 
just demands they in their resolutions for 
the honest toilers producers, and we 
most earnestly invite the cooperation of working- 
men, farmers, and asses of people to aid us 
in the efforts of the Prohibition party to over- 
throw class islation and accomplish much 
‘heeded industrial reform. 

The tariff problem was disposed of as fol- 
lows: 

That the adjustment of duties on imports 
should be fixed in a .business-like way by a na- 
tional commission of experts, and not made the 
football of political acrobats. That the amount 
of duties levied should not exceed the necessary 
expenses of the government economically admin- 
istered, and that the luxuries should bear the 
42 and not food, clothing, and necessaries 
Ol ite.

HARRISON WILK. BE A CANDIDATE, 


No Possible Chance That He Will Draw Out 
of the Race, as He Has It Won. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., March 18.— Special. ]|— 
Nobody need sit up nights worrying over the 
rumor that President Harrison will not be a 
cancidate for renomination. The story is 
started regularly, and, as usual, a syndicate of 
Senators is supposed to have exclusive posses- 
sion of the news. The situation, as it now 
stands, is quite satisfactory to the administra.

WERE MADE CIT 


FOREIGNERS GET NATURALIZA- 
TION PAPERS BY FRAUD. 


Ald, Stanley Kunz and A. J. Kowalski 
Pay the Expenses of 210 Poles and Bo- 
hemians—Some of Them Commit Per- 
Jury in Their Statements to the Court— 
Watched by Republican Detectives—An 
Erroneous Idea Regarding the Filing of 
Petitions—Other Political Matters. 


Two hundred and ten Poles and Bohemians, 
many of whom could not speak English, 
though they swore through an interpreter that 
they had lived here from six to ten years, were 
made citizens and empowered to vote last 
night by being run through Judge Baker's 
naturalization mill. The naturalization’ ex- 
penses of 50 cents per skull were paid by Ald. 
Stanley Kunz and ex-Ald. A. J. Kowalski, 
Democratic candidate for West Town Col- 
lector, both of the Sixteenth Ward. 

Though the majority resided in the Sixteenth 
Ward there were some from tne Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, and Seventeonth Wards. They 
were rounded up like cattle with 
James C. Strain, Secretary of the 
Democratic Central. committee, as herder. 
J. E. McLennon handed 50-cent tickets to 
each as they passed into the Circuit Clerk's 
office to secure their applications. 

In the Clerk’s office the stories told by some 
applicants and witnesses were such barefaced 
falsehoods that when the clerks questioned 
them closely they left the room in alarm. 

But Polish bosses allowed but few to escape. 
They ranged them in squads of ten or twelve 
in a row in the hall and instructed them in the 
Polish tongue to swear they had come to this 
country ‘before they were 18 years old, so that 
in this way they could become naturalized as 
minors, only being compelled to secure one 
naturalization paper. Those men so inatruct- 
ed actually swore before Judge Baker as they 
had been instructed. 

This will be heard from later, however, for 
the Republicans had three detectives who 
speak Polish mingling with the crowd and 
listening to the instructions. Another precav- 
tion which is never resorted to except when 
there is strong suspicion of fraud, was to pre- 
serve the address of both applicant and wit- 
ness in all the 210 cases. 

Detectives will locate those men who swore 
before Judge Baker as they had been in- 
structed by bosses in the hall and they will be 
watched registration day and prosecuted for 
perjury if they act on that false oath. 

It became so common that men from 25 to 
30 years old would swear one after another 
that they had come here before they were 18 
years old arid that they had lived here con- 
tinuovsly since and had never thought of 
— naturalized before that everybody 
laughed. 


Judge Baker threw out several applications. 
He was clearly disgusted with some attempts 
to pass in men clearly not entitled to vote. 
He kept the papers in some cases and sullenly 
said: 0, move on. Come around here next 
tall. You have no right here yet. 

There were many entitled to papers, but 
there was clearly a large number who were 
not. A queer feature was the number of pairs 
of voters. One witness would swear to having 
known the applicant .for over five years in 
Chicago, then the applicant would turn round 
and swear he had known the witness a similar 
length of time, and both would secure final 


papers. 

Sixty Poles, all residents of the Sixteenth 
Ward, were naturalized yesterday by Judge 
Baker. Thirty of them were sworn in by one 
man, Charles Gorski, a contractor, on Ash- 
land avenue, 

Judge Hutchineon will keep his court-room 
open tonight for naturalization purposes.

IT IS FIFTEEN AND NOT EIGHT DAYS. 


The Law Governing the Filing of Nom- 
inating Petitions, 

There seems to be an impression among the 
local politicians of both parties that the cer- 
tificates of nomination for town officers in 
the City of Chicago need not be filed until 
eight days before election, or March 28, This 
is not the case. The proviso is: 

That certificates of nomination and nomina- 
tion papers for the nomination of candidates 
for the offices in cities, villages, and in- 
corporated towns, and for town offices in coun- 
ties under township organization, shall be filed 
with the Clerks of the towns, cities, villages, and 
incorporated towns at least fifteen days previous 
to the day of such election. 

Cook County is under township organiza- 
tion. So the certificates for the town offices 
here must be tiled fifteen days before election 
or at latest Monday. Chief Clerk Taylor of 
the Board of Election Commissioners called 
attention to the section of the law governing 
this case.

If you did 
that the Northern Pacific would gridiron your 
territory with railroads and send you millions 
of settlers. We are sending them out into the 
Western States and if we were occupying your 
territory fully we might just as well send 
them to you. What I can’t understand is that 
you people here in the Northwest, whose very 
existence seems to mo to depend on free trade 
with the United States, should go on as you 
do and continue isolated as you are. It is not 
common sense. 

But do we not secure settlers here? 

„0. yes, I know you do; but a great many 
of them drift over the line into the States. 
Why, your own ceusus shows that your own 
sons, the cream of your population, emigrate 
in thousands to the United States. So far as 
I can see there is no way to true prosperity for 
you up here except through complete reciproc- 
ity, or, better still, political union with the 
United States. With reciprocity your count 
ought to double or treble in value, and wit 
political union it would increase 500 per cent. 
Of course this is your business. It makes 
little difference to me what Canada does, but 
I am telling you frankly what views myself 
and many of the shrewdest men in our coun- 
try entertain upon the question of reciprocity 
and complete union. Why, we are amazed 
that your people, and particularly you in the 
Northwest, should continue in your position 
of commercial isolation from rest of this 
continent when such prosperity awaits you if 
you are but true to yourselves.”’

AMERICA’S EARLY DISCOVERERS. 


Prof, Rasmus Anderson’s Lecture Before 
the Twentieth Century Club, 

Prof. Rasmus Anderson of the University 
of Wisconsin and ex-Minister to Denmark 
delivered a lecture of unusual interest before 
the Twentieth Century élub at the Art Insti- 
tute last night, to take the place of ex-Minis- 
ter John W. Foster, who was to have addressed 
the club. Prof. Anderson, who is one of the 
greatest living authorities on early Norse lit- 
erature, proved to the satisfaction of his audi- 
ence that Columbus was far from being the 
first European to see the American conti- 
nent.

THE ESHER-BOWMAN-QUBBS QUAR- 
REL BREAKS OUT AFRESH. 


Dubbsites and Esherites Trying to Hold Re- 
Ngious Meetings in the Noble Street 
Evangelical Aésociation Charch—The 
Dubbsites Are Nailed In by the Esherites, 
and Then Things Are Smashed—The Pa- 
trol- Wagon Hastily Called to the Scene 
Warrants Will Be Sworn Out. 

The divine injunction, “ Little children, love 
one another,” was ruthlessly broken last 
night by the flock that worships in the Noble 
Street Evangelical Association Church. Not 
only was the biblical injunction broken, but 
doors were torn from their hinges, other doors 
were kicked into kindling wood by the appli- 
cation of heavy boots, windows were smashed, 
one nose was broken, and a little lamb” 
went home with a pair of black eyes. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock a detail of police 
from the West Chicago Avenue Police Station, 
loaded in a patrol wagon, appeared on the 
battlefield, but they made no arrests. f 

It was a noble victory—for the Dubbsites, 
for the fight was the outcome of the Esher- 
Bowman-Dubbs_ Bishopric unpleasantness. 
When the Bishops disagreed and carried their 
differences into the courts the congregation 
that worships under William Schweiker’s pas- 
toral administration on Noble and Huron 
streets immediately took sides. The pastor 
and Trustées Henry Dresselhaus, William 
Horman, Isaac Hausam, Edward Kubitz, 
Theodore G. Steinke, Fred Grimsell, Ferdi- 
nand Hausfeld, Pancrasius Baumeister, and 
Elisha G. Miller sided with Dubbs. Eighty 
Esherites seceded and last November obtained 
a temporary injunction, which was immedi- 
ately dissolved. They then entered suit be- 
fore Judge Shepard, and he rendered a 
decree against the Dubbsites, from 
which they appealed the Appellate Court, 
securing a supersedeas and giving bond in 
$1,000 for the safety of the property. The 
Esherites tried to obtain possession of the 
church Feb. 7, claiming that the action taken 
did not postpone the immediate action of 
Judge Shepard’s decree, which gave each fac- 
tion a right to use the church on alternate 
evenings. 

Last night each faction had prepared for a 

raise or sanctification meeting. The Esher- 
ites took the upper part of the church, 
the Dubbsites the lower. But instead of pray- 
er and praise each side put in the time 
spying on the others’ movements. The lower 
part had been thoroughly and systematically 
barricaded by the Dubbsites. h window 
was protected by a heavy shutter held in posi- 
tion by lung planks spiked to the barricades 
and the flovrs, When the meeting was over 


the Esherites left Conrad Schultz and Ernst: 


Helbey up-stairs to retain possession of that 
part of the structure, and the Dubbsites left a 
delegation in the basement. Themen up- 
stairs were foxy, and, watching their 
chance, caught all their opponents in the 
basement and in a moment nailed up the 
door which led into the vestibule of the 
church. Fora moment only they were tri- 
umphant, for the trapped followers of Bishop 
Dubbs soon kicked a panel « ut of the door and 
then tore the whole door down. 

The Esherites thei attempted a coup de 
etat, and smashing in a side window 
of the basement obtained admission to the 
lower floqr. But they were few and far be- 
tween when compared with the valiant 
Dubbsites who resp nded to the call for help 
sent around the parish. They, tov, poured in 
the open window, and a free-for-all then en- 
sued, which ended in the entire Esher faction 


bemg thrown bodily into the street. 
Some objected to going, and held 
to the outer doors, which were 


torn from their hinges and cast upon the side- 
walk. One of the first to be violently ejected 
hurried to the West Chicago Avenue Police 
Station and reported the fight. A patrol- 
wagon load of officers arrived in time to view 
the nailing up of the windows and doors by 
the victorious party. 

Warrants and counter warrants will be 
sworn out today by the score and a vigorous 
tight is looked for Sunday night.

The Concern Organized with a Capital 
Stock of $17,000,000—To Build a Road 
on the West Side—The Ordinance Asking 
for Permission from the City Intro- 
duced in the Council Last Monday 
Night by Ald. Powers—Right of Way 
Sought by the Company. 


A Springfieia dispatch of yesterday an- 
nounced the filing of articles of incorporation 
with the Secretary of State for the Chicago 
Union Elevated railway company, the same in 
whose interest an ordinance was introduced in 
the Council last Monday evening by Ald. 
Powers, The incorporators of the new com- 
pany are William Bell, Thomas F. O'Malley, 
John Tyler, George E. Scott, and George M. 
Eckels. The company is capitalized at M7, 
000,000 and contemplates a solution of the 
rapid transit question for a large portion of 


city. 

George E. Scott yesterday said: It is in- 
tended to build the road as provided in the 
articles of incorporation. This does not mean 
forty years from now, as a State charter bolds 

for only two years. ‘This is all that it is 
necessary for the public to know at present.“ 

George M. Eckels said: “I know almost 
nothing of the company’s plans, having as- 
sisted but slightly in drawing up the papers of 
incorporation. A reference to these, however, 
would show that they intend to cover a large 
territory and that the plan is a comprehen- 
sive one in its scope.

JUDGE SHEPARD SUCCEEDS MORAN, 


The Supreme Court Fills the Vacancy on 
the Appellate Court Bench. 

Orrawa, III., March 18.—[Special.}—iIn the 
Supreme Court today the resignation of 
Thomas A. Moran as Judge of the Appellate 
Court of the First District was accepted and 
Henry M. Shepard appointed his successor. 

Judge Shepard expressed surprise when a re- 
poet brought the news that the Supreme Court 

ad appointed him to succeed Jndge Moran on 
the Appellate bench. I had no idea that this 
honor would fall to me,” he said. “It is an 
honor and I understand it is mandatory. I think 
it is in the nature of an order transferring me 
from the Superior to the Appellate Court. The 
pleasure I feel is not unmixed, for lam conscious 
that it will be difficult to support the record left 
by Judge Moran there. He has made a remark- 
ably fine record. I suppose! shall be compelled 
to go over soon. There is a great pressure of 
business there now, Ju Moran having been 
away for two weeks. I was selected because,they 
wanted a Chancery J udge on the Aupesate bench. 

I cannot but regard it as most deplorable that 
the compensation of Judges is so meager that 
they are actually obliged to leave the bench from 
pecuniary necessity. In my own case I know that 
my salary is not sufficient to maintain me and my 
family; and if I were dependent upon it I too 
should be obliged to leave the bench. Judge 
Moran told me long ago that he would have to 
resign to better his condition, though he loved the 
bench and its work.“ . 

Judge Shepard has been sitting in the Criminal 
Court and calli the quasi- criminal calendar. 
Yesterday he was hearing a case against a saloon- 
keeper charged with Welling liquor to minors 
when informed of his elevation to the Appellate 
Court. Judge Shepard’s translation will serious- 
ly cripple the chancery side of the Superior Court, 
at least for a time, There are two chancellors 
in this court. Judge Jamieson resigned a few 
months ago, and Judge Hawes, his successor 
has just risen from an illness of three months 
duration. Tie rotation by which Judges of the 
two courts—the Circuit and Superior—sit in the 
Criminal Court tends still further to retard the 
chancery docket, and unless Ju Hawes’ health 
proves equal to the increased demands made on 
it now the Superior Court will be in à bad way as 
regards the transaction of chancery business. 
One of the common law Judges will probably be 
at once transferred to the chancery side. 

Judge Shepard is 52 years old. He was born in 
Atbens, Pa.; educated in this country and at 
Heidelberg University, Germany. In 1861 he en- 
tered into partnership with Chief-Justice M. W. 
Fuller and C. H. Ham; in 1876 entered the House 
of Representatives of the Illinois General Assem- 
bly, aud in 1883 was elected Judge of the Superior 
Court, from which his promotion retires him.]

THE GRAND JURY AND THE BOODLERS. 
Twenty years have passed since there was a 


searching, satisfactory examination of the 
Council by a grand jury. On that occasion 
some Aldermen were indicted tor bribery, and 
several were found guilty and locked up in the 
jail for some months, the penalty for bribery 
and corruption not being as severe then as it 
is now. That wholesome lesson of 1871-’2 has 
been forgotten, and Aldermanic corruption is 
ten times greater now than it was then. In 
those primitive days a man who got a hundred 
dollars for his vote thought himself rich. 
Now athousand dollars is considered rather 
an insignificant figure, and the men who sell 
out for a hundred are classed among thesmall 
fry. 

It is high time, therefore, for a thorough 
examination by a competent, fearless grand 
jury of the doings of the Council. In 1871 
Aldermen were paid for getting places for po- 
licemen, for allowmg bay wiudows to be con- 
structed in violation of the ordinance, and for 
permittmg a railruad to ay down a switeh 
track. Today they sell franchises to Gas and 
Compressed Air companies. They sell rights 
of way to trunk lines, and they force elevated 
and street railroads to pay tribute to them. 
In the interest of the city, whose rights are 
being sold out daily, there should be an inves- 
tigation, indictments, and convictions. Alder- 
men should be sent to Joliet, and it would 
please the people if some of the purchasers of 
ordinances could accompany them there. 

The present grand jury seems to be a good 
ene. Its foreman, Gen. Lieb, is a clear- 
headed, intelligent man, who fought bood- 
ling when in the County Board, and who has 
nosympathy for Aldermanic thieves. The 
jury does not have to make its final report un- 
til the 2d of next month. Consequently it has 
abundant time fora thorough investigation. 
If any of those individuals who are seeking to 
be reélected to the Council should be indicted, 
the voters will know it before election day and 
will be able to vote intelligently. 


THE PLATFORM OF THE IOWA REPUB- 
LICANS. 

The Republicans of Iowa have elected their 
delegates to the national convention, and they 
have also summed up their political faith in 
the following words: 

The maintenance of protection, the establish- 
ment of reciprocity as a policy of the government, 
which is one of the greatest achievements of Re- 
publican statesmanship, the elevation and pros- 
perity of labor, the maintenance of a sound cur- 
rency, every dollar of which shall be the equal of 
every other dollar, and of security to all Amer- 
ican citizens, white or black, of their equal legal 
rights.

HENRY WATTERSON’S FREE- TRADE OPIN- 
IONS. 

. Mr, Henry Watterson, a Democrat who is 

not a candidate for the Presidency, though 

nominated for the office by a New York paper, 

says: 

I am in favor of raising the greater part of our 
governmental expenses through the custom- 
houses, but I would fix the duties upon as few 
articles as possible, and protect nothing for pro- 
tection’s sake. 


This is the creed of a sincere Democrat who 
is not running for office. It is a declaration 
in favor of English free trade—of the policy 
of placing duties on a few articles like tea, 
coffee, spirits, etc., and adinitting everything 
else duty free. All radical Democrats hold 
the same tariff views, and are prepared to put 
them in practice when their party gets into 
power. 

Not being a candidate, and the election 
being some’ distance off, Mr. Watterson fear- 
lessly expresses views which run counter to 
the sentiments expressed in the last two Dem- 
ocratic National platforms, which declared in 
favor of protective discrimination for the 
benefit of American workmen. He helped to 
write those platforins. He supported them 
on the stump and in his paper. Now he re- 
pudiates them. 

But Senator Hill says that similar proposi- 
tions will be contained in the platform which 
shall be framed at the Chicago convention in 
June.“ He has better means of knowing 
what that convention will do than Mr. Watter- 
son, for he owns seventy-two delegates, while 
the latter is the master of but one vote—his 
own. Should the Chicago platform declare 
for the protection of American workingmen 
and their wage scale will Mr. Watterson bolt 
it or support it? Unquestionably the latter. 
The outspoken remarks in favor of free trade 
which he makes between times ought to show 
the workingmen that the promises made them 
in Democratic platforms cannot be trusted, 
and that if that party were in power its Wat- 
tersons would insist on the violation of the 
pledges made and the free admission of the 
competitive products of the cheap labor of 
other countries, the revenues of the govern- 
ment to be raised by duties on tea, coffee, and 
sugar. The workingmen should not heed the 
words uttered by Watterson when he is de- 
fending straddling platforms he helped to 
frame, but when he is speaking out between 
elections his own true sentiments and those of 


his party. 


THE HYDE PARK PROHIBITORY DISTRICT. 
The question whether the Hyde Park pro- 
hibitory district shall stand will not be sub- 


coln? The Republican party received from 
the Democrats a Union of twenty-one States 
with eighteen million people.

WHAT “M’CAULEY’S NINETEEN” DID. 


Boodling in the City Council Twenty-one 
Years Ago. 

In 1871, the year of the great fire, there was 
a gang in the City Council known as “ Mc- 
Cauley’s Nineteén, or the Infamous Nine- 
teen.“ The Council bemg then composed of 
thirty-six members, the “nineteen ” were in 
control and carried things with a high hand. 

On the appropriation bill of that year they 
saddled three jobs. One waa for the extension 
of Union Park from Warren avenue to Madi- 
son street at a cost of $100,000. Another was 
for a bridge at Healy’s slough to cost $16,000 
at the outset and probably $25,000 more in the 
end. The third was for a bridge over Ogden 
slip at a cost of $25,000, 

The brideweil had been 3 by a 
Superintendent, George B. Mansur, who was 
supported by the ring. The Legislature had 
provided for the appointment by the Mayor of 
three inspectors to be confirmed by the Coun- 
cil. Mayor Mason sent in the natnes of three 
men of standing. The “‘ nineteen ”’ steadily 
voted against them. The Mayor again 
sent in the names and they were again 
defeated.. Finally, Aug. 14, the Council 
confirmed C. G. Hammond, who had been re- 


jected nine times, and Louis Wahl, whose 


name had also been re iected several times. A 
week later John C. Haines’ name was agreed 
upon as the third member of the board. 

The gang raised objections in the first place 
that all the nominess were Republicans. When 
the names of Democrats in good standing 
were sent in they refused to accept them. 
They wanted men of their own stamp. The 
public clamor finally compelled them to con- 
firm the men mentioned, as the Mayor re- 
fused to send in any *“*gang”’ nominees. .

WHY THEY SEEK NEW HOMES. 
Many Farmers of Central Illinois Who 
Want Cheaper Lands. 

Craxrox, III., March 18.—{Special.]— 
No country has shown a more surpris- 
ing development on every hand in twenty 
years than this region of Central Iilinois, par- 
ticularly McLean, Logan, Champaign, De 
Witt, Piatt, and Macon Couaties, The per- 
centage of land, in those days rewarded a 
worse than a useless waste because of its water 
and sickening miasma, which not infrequently 
prostrated with ague half the people at one 
time, was incredibly large. 

‘The railway and the draining system have 
brought under cultivation the flat reaches 
of slough and made them garden spots 
of farms which now, irrespective of size, 
command, even at some distance from town, 
$70, $90, arid $100 an acre. This rise in values 
has come about in recent years and has been 
in many cases as much as 50 per cent in less 
than ten years. 

But a new and anomalous phase of the 
problem is now presenting itself in the shape 
of a widespread exodus from this land of 
promise and wealth to the new fields of the 
West and Northwest. History is full of in- 
stances in which poverty has compelled peo- 
ple to abandon one country and emigrate to 
another. But the striking and unusual move- 
ment of people from a district whose wealth 
of soil and products is so great 1s certainly 
something hitherto unknown. Poverty plays 
a small part but yet has to do with the gen- 
eral causes. 

The emigration of farmers from Logan, 
De Witt, and Piatt Counties has at times been 
called a fever, but north as far' as Minonk and 
south to Pana the tendency is observable, and 
along the Wabash system east and west from 

tur it is also strong, though probably not 
to the same extent. Public opinion through 
its various expressions assigns a number of 
reasons for the so-called exodus or, as better 
known, emigration craze. 

The rapid rise to high value of lands on 
which the occupants in former years toiled 
hard for meager profits has stimulated a de- 
sire to sell and use che money for speculations 
which the farmer so often thinks outdo his 
own means of wealthmaking. Then exorbi- 
tant rents drive hundreds West in the hope 
that when there if they are unable to pur- 
chase they can at least rent farms on easier 
terms.

Then the remarkable improvements in farm 
machinery have so enlarged the scope and 
power of one man’s work thatnot so many are 
needed, while many more are supplied by the 
increase of population than can get the work 
where it is mainly of an agricultural kind. 

Another cause is desire of moderately 
well-to-do citizens to provide homes for their 
children. The cutting up of a farm of 160 
acres into parts of forty acres each, which is 
often done in the older States, is not tolerabie 
to the farmer brought up under Illinois cus- 
toms. The unity of the family is preserved 
and opportunities thus greatly enlarged by 
going West to good lands that are cheaper. 

The census reports show a large increase in 
the town population of the central counties, 
but notwithstanding this increase the emigra- 
tion of people from the strictly agricultural 
townships has been so great that in this (De- 
witt) county the population has increased but 
one inhabitant in the ten years. There are 
thirteen townships in the rich little county, 
and the falling off in five of them from the 
census enumeration of 1880 is as follows: De- 
witt, 10; Harp, 79: Rutledge, 60; Wapella, 
77 Wilson, 54. The entire county has 17,011 
population. 

incoln, the adjoining county west, though 
much larger, has ten townships that show a 
corresponding falling off in the population. Mc- 
Lean, being large, has thesame kind of decrease 
in nearly twenty townships. Emigration is 
the only means of accounting for this condi- 
tion. 

Jacob Ziegler, Representative from this 
Senatorial district of Champaign, Dewitt, and 
Piatt Counties, who is known as a systematic 
farmer, gave his reasons for the westward 
movement. : 

„Do you know,” he said, “I am often 
almost tempted to sell and invest my means 
in Iowa land. I could double my money in 
ten years on the bare investment, to say noth- 
ing of the trebiing of farm products. Where 
I now get sixty bushels of corn I would not 
get over forty, but still this would be a grand 
increase on the money invested, and oats and 
wheat yield as well as with us. 

„Again, my land is valuable and can only 
appreciate in the near füture by a small in- 
crease, say of $5 or $7 per acre. The money 
in lowa farm land would, in the raise of 

rices, bring in the same time an immensely 
— per cent, The advancement of land 
there would bring me 50 per ‘cent, while I am 
here realizing not more than 7 or 10. 

„As to the rents, one can do better there if 
even he does not purchase, as he can rent for 
a third of what he raises and have a market 
made by railroad enterprise but little inferior 
to our own. The inducement is great to both 
classes.” 

Col. Thomas Snell of Clinton, who is a keen 
observer and owns and manages many thous- 
ands of acres here and in Iowa, said on this 
emigration question: My son shall not be 
a slave, and you know to the man in moder- 
ate circumstances that is just what it is com- 
ing to. Capitalists and combinations are be- 

inning to rule this country and the 
fiberty of opportunity is being rapidly cut 
down. Land is high, up to $80 and $90 an acre. 
There is not. reason to suppose it can get 
higher save by a narrow per cent. One of our 
acres will buy from three to a dozen in the 
West and I don’t blame men for going there. 
There are thousands of people now that don’t 
hve, they merely exist. Capitalists are fast 
beginning to see that they can buy these lands 
— place a superintendent here to manage 
them, you know, and from the enormous 
rents now exacted reap a — larger income 
than they get by interest on loans. | 

There on plenty of good lands yet cheap in 
Iowa where most of these fellows go and they 
are sure to keop on going. 

Clifton H. Moore, almost the lifelong part- 
ner of the late David Davis in the manage- 
ment of their landed interests in this and 
other States, and a great practical student of 
the rental mc gave as his views on the 
subject the following:

certainly sell at the good prices now and go to 
Iowa. Land can be bought there in some 
counties for as low as $10 or $12 per acre;

How an Illinois Central Ticket Agent De- 
frauded Many Railroads. 
Postoffice Inspectors Fitz and McAfee yes- 
terday nipped in the bud an ingenious scheme 
for swindling the railroads of the country by 
means of forged applications for half-rate 
tickets for ministers. The perpetrator of the 
scheme is William H. Crowe, a trusted ticket 
agent of the lilinois Central railroad at Mount 
Pulaski, III. He was arrested and the evidence 
of his guilt found in his office. Crowe con- 
fessed and is now in jail under heavy bonds to 


await the ark of the Federal grand jury at 


Springtield, 1) 

Crowe rented a private letter-box at the 
Springfield Postoffice in December. He then 
ie a printed circular outlining ——— 

or the sale to all station agents of a fine map 
of the World’s Fair grounds and Chicago 
which would be useful to travelers. At tne 
bottom of the circular was a request to all 
agents to give in a blank space at the side of 
the circular an impression of their ticket 
stamps and 2 them to him to prove that 
they were all rig 
1 1 3 sent to hundreds of 
ticket agents all over the country. In a few 
days his rented postoffice box at Springfield 
began to fill up with answers fo his circulars. 


The ticket agents bit and in every one of the 


circulars returned was the impression of the 
ticket agent’s stamp. Crowe then cut out all 
the impressions of the various stamps and 
sent them to a die-maker at Indianapolis with 


orders to make brass stamps from them. This 


was dune, and then Crowe had more than haif 


a number of ministers’ applications for half 
fare railroad tickets, and, sig them 
with fictitious es stam ped m with 
the stamps the ticket agents, 
then forwarded the applications to the differ- 
ent roads whose ticket stamps he had counter- 
feited. As the railroads consider the indorse- 
ment of their agents to applications for min- 
isters’ half-fare tickets suilicient the applica- 
tions were allowed without question, and 
soou Crowe was in daily receipt of many half- 
rate tickets, which he sent to Chicago and 
sold to sculpers. His scheme had just begun 
to work well when an official of the Vandalia 
road accidentally discovered the imposition 
and soon 
the Postofnce Inspectors were on Crowe’s 
Saat and he was arrested for perpetrating a 
fraud by the use of the maiis. 

Crowe confessed he had done the work — 
der the alias of J. H. Harper. Scarcely 
road in the Western or Middle States did 
Crowe miss securing a ticket from worth all 
the way from $5 to 850, according to the dis- 
tance named on the ticket. Crowe was in re- 
ceipt of several tickets each day when he was 
arrested, and his income from sales of the 
tickets was something enormous. Had he not 
been discoveted for several months he would 
have made an independent fortune. As it 
was he had skinned a respectable sum from 
each of the roads named and he had not been 
actively at work for more than afew weeks.

WORLD’S FAIR POLICE PROTECTION, 


The Matter Is Considered by the Council 
Finance Committee. 

At the meeting of the Finance committee 
held yesterday afternoon in the City Con- 
troller’s office Maj. George 0. Eaton of 
Helena, Mont., President,of the Sanitary and 
Economic company’s system for the crema- 
tion of city refuse, explained the system to 
the committee and made a proposition to 
erect enough furnaces in Chicago to dispose 
of all garbage and burn it at 90 cents a ton.

000 over last year, when $6,013,000 was appro- 
priated. Chairman Cullerton stated the board 
would get $480,000 from the State and the 
committee then voted to recommend an ap- 
propriation of $5,400,000. 

Supt. Cheney was thea sent for and his es- 
timate for $275,540 gone over, The commit- 
tee cut out one item of $8,200. The estimate 
for lighting the city, $950,000, was cut without 
debate to $800,000 and the committee ad- 
journed till today at 2:30 o’clock to resume 
consideration of the bill. .

CHICAGO WOMEN PREPARE TO

“I won’t,” says the Council; I won't,“ says 
the Commissioner of Public Works; “I 
won't.“ says the contractor, with his gang of 
intelligent Italians; *‘ 1 won't,“ says the In- 
spector, who keeps tab on the intelligent 
Italian vote. Then I'll do it myself,” says 
the tidy little housewife.

The plan of work is clearly outlined in the 
following inaugural address delivered at the 
close of the meeting yesterday by Miss Sweet; 


Women Must Take the Initiative. 


Driven by desperation and shame over the un- 
clean condition of this great city we have formed 
this. organization. We believe that tlie present 
state of the public streets is wholly unnecessary, 
but we have no hope of a change unless the en- 
tire people of the city are thoroughly aroused to 
a resolve that they will reform, awake from their 
apathy, and make Chicago a clean city from its 
center to its outmost limits. We are taking the 
first step in a work that it will be necessary to 
continue for years. Under the present system of 
party government, with the rage for accumuiating 
money drowning out public spirit among men, 
women must take the initiative and preach the 
gospel of reform. Men must hear us for our 
cause and, hearing us, they will help us. 

Broadly stated, our municipal laws prohibit ab- 
solutely every person living or sojourning in Chi- 


stance or waste material whatever upon the 
streets, sidewalks, alleys, or vacant lots, Every 


newspaper or piece of fruit, every box or parcel- | 


wrapping thrown down down upon the walk, 
street, or alley is in direct violation of the ordi- 
nances. The city law imposes upon every resi- 
dent or tenant of house or busimess place the duty 
of providing covered receptacles for every parti- 
cle of waste material, and of seeing that all such 
waste matter accumulating in and around his or 
her house, store, building, yard, or sidewalk be 
placed in such receptacle, and it also directs the 
separation of ashes and dust, from other forms of 
waste material by separate compartments pre- 
seribed for all receptacies. After describing in 
what praneee this waste material shall

7 alleys by the Street Cleaning Department. 
leither the people nor the officers of the city 
obey and carry out its ordinances, to even an im- 
perfect degree. The ordinances are violated con- 
tinuously by the people on one side, while on the 
other the manner of collecting and disposing of 
garbage and of cleaning the streets is such as to 
merit strong censure, 

Our mission is two-fold: First, to aducate and 
encourage the people as to their duty in the care- 
fui disposition of waste material and the cleaning 
and 1 of their own premises, includ- 
ing sidewalks; and, second. to demand and insist 
upon more thorough, prompt, and economical 
service by the Health and Street Departments. 
We will organize to assist in every possible man- 
ner the city officials inthe discharge of their 
duties by keeping them well informed as to the 
actual work of their employés and contractors 
day by day, and we will labor to induce the peo- 
ple to take better care of their own yards and side- 
walks, as well as of the public streets and alleys. 
We will put forth strenuous efforts to obtain for 
the Health and Public Works Department ade- 
quate appropriations from the City Council for 
cleaning the city and keeping it clean. For 1891 
the city appropriated for cleaning and repairing 
improved streets $430,000: for yp | and re- 
pairing unimproved streets, $235,000. For street 
1 department expended from April 1. 
1891, to Dec. 31, 1891, $218,017. The balance of the 
appropriation, $346,047, was expended for repair- 
ing improved and unimproved streets. It seems 
as if the appropriauons for cleaning and 
for repairing ought estimated 
and made separately, as they represent 
entirely distinct branches of public work. 
In September, 1891,the Street Department found 
its appropriation exhausted. At the beginning of 
this winter, during which the filth of the streets 
has become daily more and more unendurable, 
there was not $1 available for street cleaning. 

bad been spent in some way during the sum- 
mer months. The department borrowed from 
othe: city funds, and it is now, on this account, 
$191,600 in debt. This aebt will probably have to be 
aid out of the appropriation for the coming year. 
The Health Department expended $301,336 in its 
scavenger service in the year ending Dec. 31, 1891. 
This department has a tremendous work to do 
every year, but is sadly crippled by the spoils sys- 
tem of appointments, need of more money, and 
by the extreme carelessness of the people them- 
selves in caring for their premises. 

The Superintendent of Streets has asked for an 

appropriation of $637,020 for cleaning streets dur- 
ing the current year. He has. made an estimate 
upon the actual needs of his department, but al- 
ready the Council is cutting down his requisition, 
and there is little hope of the service having one- 
half of the money it needs imperatively, 
It must be remembered, however, that the city 
is hampered. Its present charter does not give it 
sufficient funds. A new charter suitable to its 
present and future needs should be secured. No 
well informed man disputes this necessity. One 
of our first missions should be to secure the ap- 
pointment of a commission made up of compe- 
tent men to present this matter of a new charter 
to the next Legislature. 


Plan for Effecting an Improvement. 


We call upon all men and women who desire a 
clean and respectable city to join us in this task. 
We intend to establish in all parts of the city Im- 
provement clubs and Street Cleaning Aid societies, 
And in each voting precinet we wish to appoint 
one or more voluntary Inspectors who will per- 
sonal.y examine daily, and report upon, ‘weekly, 
the condition of his or her district, and watch 
carefully the sanitary inspectors and other men 
the city, to remove and superintena 
the removal of waste material, and to attend to 
cleaning streets, sidewalks, and alleys. 

Ours is no temporary work. While city adminis- 
trations rise and fall we must go on turning eur 
attention from one set of officials to another, 
The first enemy we will encounter, and the one 
we will find the hardest to cunquer, is the spoils 
system. There can never be any responsible and 
etlicient „ or street cleaning service b 
contractors. have been credibly inform 
that out of every %,000 contract for street 
cleaning these contractors make a protit of $3,000, 
The contract system should be discontinued and 
the Health and Street Cleaning Departments 
should organize, each for its own special service. 
Such a body of permanent laborers, officered by 
efficient and responsible foremen and superin- 


day afull measure of efficient work. The city 
should be divided into districts, each in charge 
of district superintendents, responsible to the 
General Superintendent of Streets for the clean- 
liness of bis dirtrict, and each containing a sta- 
ble, office, carts, horses, and the necessary pum- 
ber of laborers for the routine work of the dis- 
trict. Each district should be subdivided into 
convenient sections; each section under charge of 
a foreman, responsible to the District Superin- 
tendent. The Inspectors who inspect nothing but 
the political chances of ward politicians who rec- 
ommended. them to office should be abolished 
with the contract system. Tbe Health and Stree 
Cleaning Departments should be compelled to 
make appointmehts only after a full and honest 
examination of the qualitications of applicants 
forthe place of inspector, foreman, etc., and 
row g those who show themselves to be well quali- 
for this work should be appointed. Political 
activity and official laziness are sutlicient grounds 
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will thus be left a for and 
isgrace to civilization. Let us see see to it that 

this is not a true necy. 

The entjre pol tores should be instructed 
systematically as to the duties of police officers 
in preventing the careless and unnecessary litter- 
ing of streets and sidewalks. We will ask the 
Mayor to use his authority to — enforce- 
ment by the Police Department and Police Mag- 
ist rates of the laws and ordinances having regard 
to public order and cleanliness. = * 

Our practical work willbe, for some weeks to 
come, the examination of the t machinery 
of the city for collecting and posing of waste 
material. and for keeping its streets, sidewalks, 
open areas, and alleys clean, We must have ac- 
tive and tireless workers every district 
of the city, and through their personal 
labors we must learn the name, address 
and reputation, hours of act work, ete., of 
every health or street-cleaning department em- 
ployé or contractor working for these depart- 
ments, from inspector and gad we nue to la- 


borer, cartman, or scavenger, we must make 
a stu of the methods employed by all these 
men. We must understand exhctly the situation 
in each ward of the city, we must know why the 
streets are filthy beyond d on or belief the 
year round in most parts of the city, and never 
clean and respectable in apy partof it. And 
when we know why we will tell why, no matter 
who it may harm, There are things which can- 
not live in the light. We must turn the concen- 
trated blaze of publicity upon the conduct of the 
officers of the City of Chicago its people as 
regards public cleanliness and decency, and then 
work with the city officials with the people 
to — the hideoys ab under which we 
suffer. 


TEST OF A SMOKE-PREVENTING DEVICE. 


It Is Given a Trial on the Wabash Rail- 
road Before Officials. 

A test was made yesterday on the Wabash 
railroad of asmoxe-prevent#ng device patented 
by Master Mechanic Barnes of Decatur. 
There were present Divisioh Master Mechanic 
Jamieson, Inspector Walbtidge of the Health 
Department, Capt. J. S. Dunham, and En- 
gineer White and Secretary Phelps of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Smoke. A run 
was taken with a train Of thirty-four cars 
from Dearborn Station to the city limits. Mr. 
White declared that as far as the exhibition 
went the device acted better than any he had 
yet seen on locomotives, but the engine was 
not seen in yard work, hence the test was not 
conclusive. 

The device consists of a combination of the 
steam jet, brick arch, and jet in the smoke- 
stack. The steam jet in the fire-box is intro- 
duced below the fire door and brings in air. 
The steam jets in the smokestack form a 
cone of steam, blowing upward and assisting 
in creating a Graft. The arch consists of 
water pipes that run from the boiler front 
over the fire doors to the rear of the flre-box, 
slanting downward aud backward. On them 
are laid brick tiles, held in place only by their 
own weight. The gases distilled from the 
fire below the arch are compelled to travel 
upward and forwag@ along the under side of 
the arch, then passing over its forward end 
and back into the fire tubes, They are thus 
kept longer in the fire-box and mixed with the 
air from the steam jet, so they have time, 
heat, and air sufficient for combustion. 


THERE IS LITTLE CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


So Says John I. Beggs Relative to the 
Electric Wiring Agitation. 

John I. Beggs, manager of the Edison Gen- 

eral Electric company, said yesterday relative 

to the recent agitation by the insurance men 

of the electric wiring question and its attend- 

ant dangers: 

“The question has been more thoroughly 
and intelligently investigated by electric light 
and power companies than by any other class 
of men. It is to their interest to see that 
ever} precaution for safety is taken. Consid- 
ering the vast amount of wiring that hes been 
done and the com y trifimg dam- 

ted, any great out- 
dfor. 1 thun 
directly traceaile. 
to the penuriousness of owners ot buildings, 
who, in the effort to save money, let wiring 
contracts to unreliable firms. In many such 
cases an inferior quality of wire is used and 
proper caution is not taken. 

In regard to the action of the New York 
Board of Underwriters lam not prepared to 
speak. Insurance men, however, have som - 
times acted foolishly on such matters, as any 
one is apt to do who is not an expert on the 
subject. So far asthe situation here in Chi- 
cago is concerned I do not think there is any 
great danger or cause for complaint. I do 
not speak, however, from the standpoint of an 
expert, although I have gatnered considerable 
information on the subject. ' 


WILL FIGHT FOR HIS WIFE AND HIS LAND. 


A Chattanooga Enoch Arden Story with 
Commercial Vari tions. 

Cuatranooaa, Tenn., March 18.— The sequel 
of an Enoch Arden story, With. variations, is 
just being written in the form of a sensational 
and most singular suit for damages. Brietly 
told the romance in real life is as follows: 
John Quinby, a Umon soldier, was badly 
wounded in the battle of Chickamauga, a 
few miles from here, ih 1863, and was left on 
the field. During his convalescence he be- 
came enamored of a supposed Confederate 
war-widow, Mrs. Dooley. After his term of 
service expired he returned and was married 
toher. Fourteer years later her first husband 
made his appearance. A compromise was 
effected, and Dooley, for $28 in cash, sur- 
rendered his claim to his wife and a cow, and 
went his way alone. 

Quinby accumulated considerable real 
estate, which the increase in values made val- 
uable. A couple of years since he made to his 
wife a deed of his land in what is now Chicka- 
mauga Park. Dooley in some way learned 
these facts, took legal advice, and was advised 
by an attorney that as the woman in the case 
was his wife in law the property in question 
was clearly his and he has come back to enter 
suit for the land. Quinby has recovered his

POISONING OF A NASHVILLE FAMILY. 


Robert Melrose, the Youngest Son and a 
Wild Boy, Accused, * 

Nasuvitziz, Tenn., March 18.— There was a 
mysterious poisoning case last night, which 
may result fataliy toseveral people. The vic- 
tims were Mrs. R. Melrose, her son David 
Melrose, and two daughters, Katie and Mattie 
Melrose. Two other members of the family 
were affected, but not very seriously. The 
poison was contained in the food at the even- 
ing meal, but no one seems to know in what 
particular dish. Ali that is certain is that 
soon after the meal the whole family were 
taken with severe pains. Katie and Mattie 
Melrose, aged 15 and 17, respectively, died 
this morning, aud other members of the fam- 
ily are reported to be in a critical condition. 
Arsenic had been placed in the coffee served. 
The Melrose family live at the corner of West 
End and Williams avenues, a fashionable part 
of the city. 

Robert Melrose, the younger son, drank but 
little coffee, and it is a disputed question as to 
whether he drank any. He complained of 
being sick, and, drinking some salt and water, 
vomited freely. The circumstances surround- 
ing the case seemed to point to the guilt of 
Robert, and he is now under arrest to await 
the result of the gg He had given the 
family much trouble.

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TRADE is RETARDED. 


AGAINST IT, 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s Weekly Review, Show- 
ing the Cos dition of Business Throughout 
the Country—There Is a Slight Improve- 
ment in the Distribution of Goods—In- 
terior Reports More Encouraging — 
Speculation Depressed—Clearing- House 
Balances—Bradstreet’s Weekly Review. 

New Yorx«, March 18.—R. G. Dun & Co,’s 
weekly review of trade will say: Storms, bad 
weather, and bad rodds have much retarded 
trade during the last week, reducing the move- 
ment of grain, and curtailing retail trade in 
many cities, but nevertheless reports indicate 
on the whole an improvement iu the distribu- 
tion of goods and a fairly sustained demand, 
in some branches increasing tor manufactured 
products, 

There is no trouble anywhere about money, 
even at the South the markets being fairly 
supplied with a light but rather better de- 
mand, while at the West a more active de- 
mand is still met by an ample supply. 

While imports of merchandise show a large 
increase over last year, for one-half of March 
10.4 per cent, there also appears an increase 
in domestic exports, for two weeks of March 
6 percent. But vast supplies of some great 
staples have produced phenomenally low 
prices during the last week. These low prices 
cause not a little dishéartenment in some 


branches of trade, although the movement of 


products continues active. 

Reports from interior cities are generally 
more encouraging. At Boston a steady in- 
crease is seen in the dry-goods trade. Ship- 
ments of boots and shoes slightly exceeded 
those of last year for the week. At Phila- 
delphia excellent distribution of dry goods is 
seen. At Pittsburg reports are of a poor de- 
mand for manufactured iron. At Cleveland 
trade improves and exceeds last year’s, though 
pig-iron and ores are dull. At Cincinnati the 
shoe manufacture is busy, but a strike has 
stopped the harness and saddlery business. 
At Chicago excellent trade is seen in dry goods 
and shoes, though the clothing trade falls be- 
hind on account of the weather, but for the 
year exceeds that of last year. Receipts of 
wheat are three times, of barley and dressed 
beef twice those of last year, and an iricrease 
of two-thirds is seen in flour, a third in rye 
and cattle, and some increase in butter, with 
slight decrease in hides and wool, and large 
decrease in hogs, cu meats, 
lard. At Milwaukee the jobomg trade 
equals last year’s in spite of bad 
roads, and at Omaha business is good in all 
lines. At St. Paul and Minneapolis jobbing 
trade was never so active for the season, 
though wheat receipts are reduced by the 
storm. At Kansas City trade is fairly satis- 
factory and cattie receipts vy at lower 
prices. At St. Louis wholesale distribution 
in all lines much exceeds last year’s and co!- 
lections are unusually easy, country mer- 
chants buying not only more goods, but bet- 
ter qualities. At Louisville weather retards, 
but trade at Montgomery is fair, at Savannah 
good with bright prospects, and at New Or- 
leans slightly improved, sugar being strong, 
though cotton declines with heavy receipts. 

Speculation in breadstuffs has been de- 
pressed by the official report of wheat in farm- 
ers’ hands, and on moderate sales wheat has 
declined 3% cents, corn 344 cents, and oats 2 
cents. In pork products no change appears, 
nor in coffee, but oil is 24¢ cents lower. In 
cotton a decline to 6% cents has been fol- 
lowed by a recovery to 6.81, but receipts and 
exports for the week both exceed last year’s. 

In the great manufactures there is a general 
activity, especially in cottons, though print 
clotbs and prints move less rapidly, but the 
demand for export goods is larger. In wool- 
ens the makers of overcoatings and cloakings 
are happy, and the movement of dress goods 
unusual for the season, while a stronger de- 
mand is seen for the higher worsteds, and a 
singular concentration of men’s wear demand 
upon cheviots. In knit gouds the market fa- 

‘buyers, but carpets are steady. Sales of 
pig-iron at low figures continue, some makers 
even contracting for such prices for the whole 
of this year. The demand for bar iron is dull, 
but for plates a little better, though prices are 
demoralized. The market for copper seems 
to indicate some agreement and is stronger, 
but coal is dull. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days number 
240, as compared with totals of 256 last week. 
For the corresponding week of last year the 
figures were 245.

UNIFORM SYSTEM OF GRADING. 
Favorable Report on the Sherman Bill Fix- 
ing a Standard for Grain, 

Wasurneton, D. C., March 18.—[ Special. }— 
Senator Casey, from the Committee on Agri- 
culture, today made a favorable report on Mr. 
Sherman’s bill authorizmg and requiring the 
Setretary of Agriculture to fix a uniform 
standard of classification and grading for wheat, 
corn, oats, rye, and barley. The committee 
added an amendment so as to provide that in 
inter-State trade or commerce in grain, if the 
consignor of it or his authorized agent so di- 
rects, public inspection, classification, or grad- 
ing shall not be required nor made when 
the grain is consigned to ifs owner 
or his authorized agent, or to a 
mill or private storehouse, or for deposit in 
a special bin to a public warehonse, or to a 
purchaser, or, 1f consigned to a market where 
the usages of trade recognize the sale of grain 
by sample, then the consignee shall direct its 
sale in that way. The Department of Agri- 
culture has approved the bill. 

Senator George of the Committee on Agri- 
culture today reported to the Senate a substi- 
tute for Mr. Mitchell's bill for the encourage- 
ment of silk culture. The substitute provides 
for the establishment in different parts of the 
United States of not exceeding five silk expe- 
riment stations, to be a part of the agri- 
culture experiment stations now established. 
Five thousand dollars is appropriated for each 
station.

DISCUSSION OF THE ADVANTAGES 
OF COMPRESSED AIR, 


Wonderful Possibilities of the Force as Ex- 
plained by a Specialist — Comparisons 
‘with Other Sources of Power Made, 
Showing the Great Superiority of Com- 
pressed Air-The Various Systems De- 
scribed—Methods of Distributing Power 
and Their Comparative Value. 


Cuicaco, March 18.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—I notice that the subject of compressed 
air bas occupied considerable in the daily 
papers of this city for the last two weeks, As I 
have been engaged almostexclusively for the 
last five years in applying compressed air for 
various purposes perhaps you will permit me to 
make a few Statements in regard to it and its 
competitors in the distribution of power—viz. : 
steam, high pressure, water, and electricity. 

In acommunity of persons requiring mo- 
tive power for a variety of purposes the prin- 
ciples of centralization and codperation can 
be brought forcibly into play. By the cen- 
tralization of power-producing plants there 
is an immense saving in the attendance and 
maintenance of separate boiler: plants, in 
space, in interest on capital, in car- 
riage of fuel and disposal of wastes, in water 
rates, and in insurance. No one would con- 
template producing power by one engine 
merely to drive another which might just as 
well be driven by the original power, but the 
case assumes af different aspect when one 
large power-producing plant, where the great- 
est economy can be exercised, supplies power 
to drive a number of smaller plants scattered 
throughout a city; for in motive power as in 
other things the quantity produced affects the 
cost of production. Itis the important prin- 
ciples of centralization in production and co- 
operation in application that can make a power 
distribution scheme successful. The case is 
so well stated in the Journal of Gas Lighting 
of Jan. 15, 1886, that I quote fron it: 


The Principle of Co-operation. 

The principle of eodperation lies at the root of 
the business. It is evident that a mill-owuer 
who requires 1,000 ho ower all day long and 
every day can provide this power himself more 
advantageously than be can purchase it as com- 
pressed air or in any other shape, since the unit 
of horse-power is produced as cheaply by his 
t a power-supply company 
There is no reason therefore why 
he should pay the motor power company's profit 
and also bear the expense of distribution. But if 
a foundry-owner requires 1,000 horse-power for 
only a few hours once or twice a week at most, it 
would be advantageous for him to buy it ready- 
made and delivered as when required. If, however, 
the principle of cooperation comes into play in 
such extreme cases as this, how much more strongly 
does it impress itself upon the observer when 
there are only in question small workshops de- 
manding sometimes five, sometimes fifty harse- 
power. It would almost appear in the latter case 
that the advent of a reliable wer distribution 
undertaking should instantly throw all the small 
boilers out of use. The advantage on the side of 
tha power distributor is then compounded of the 
advantage of the wholesale over the retail dealer, 
and that of the coOperauon organizer. Not merely 
can he generate power by his enormous and elab- 
orate engines at a fraction of the cost per unit to 
the small user of an imperfect, badly managed 
motor, but he can also make one horse-power 
which in his hands is, se to speak, portable, serve 
the turn of four or five or more localized horse- 
power, when only intermittently employed. 


Methods of Distributing Power. 


In considering the means whereby the cen- 
tralization and coéperation in the manufacture 
and distribution of power may be effected, I 
will woriefly allude to the four principal 
methods. 

Steam is subject to so many losses in trans- 
mission that it is not probable that it will ever 
be distributed over considerable areas for 
power purposes. It is, however, distributed 
to a slight extent in New York. | 

In electricity great efficiency is claimed, but 
to distribute any large amount of power to 
considerable distances is very costly. Con- 
sumers of this power have, moreover, to dis- 
card their existing ‘engines and invest capital 
in electric motors, 

High pressure water is used as a means of 
distributing power in London, Hull, and other 
places. In the first place the quantity of water 
required for any considerable supply of hy- 
draulic power would be enormous, which if it 
has to be pumped to the central station is an 
expensive item to begin with. The pressure 
(generally about 700 pounds per square inch) 
at which it is distributed is great, entailing 
very strong and costly pipes. The disposal of 
water after use is also a serious matter, as it 
must either be run into the public sewers, 
which m most cities are often taxed to their 
utinost as it is, or returned to the accumula- 
tor pumps through another set of pi 
Water being a non-elastic fluid it cannot adapt 
itself to varying loads, and the motor must 
consume the same quantity of water as the 
accumulator pressure aud consequently the 
same amount of power for the lightest load as 
for the heaviest. Consumers of hydraulic 
power would also have to change their exist- 
ing engines. : 

Advantages of Compressed Air. 


Compressed air as a motive power has such 
great advantages in its adaptability to all 
kinds of motor engines that they override its 
one drawback—viz.: Loss of power in its pro- 
duction. There is no purpose to which other 
forms of motive power cen be applied to which 
compressed air cannot be equally well or better 
applied. The commercial value of any system 
of general power distribution will depend not 
only upon its economy and convenienee but 
also upon the extent and variety of uses to 
which the power can be applied. Compressed 
air beats all its ‘competitors in this respect, 
for while other power-distributing systems 
(with the exception of steam) are limited to 
the use of one special kind of engine com- 
pressed air has an immense variety of appli- 
cations. Among them are: 

1. Driving ordinary steam engines. 

2. Driving steam hammers, pumps, pile-drivers, 
and other direct acting engines. 

. Driving domestic motors. 

4. Ventilating and exhausting. 

5. Supplying air to furnaces. 

6. Working air-gas apparatus. 

7. For the sand-blast where steam would be in- 
convenient.

9. Discharging sewerage or raising liquids on 
Shone’s pneumatic system. as u in Europe, 
India, South America, and the United States.

Prof. Kennedy, F. R. S., who made exhaust- 
ive experiments upon the Popp system in 
Paris, states? “A system of transmission 
which has actually been carried out on a large 
commercial scale in such a way as to have an 
indicated efficieney of 50 per cent, between 
prime mover and secondary motor, four or 
five miles apart, is one which needs no ad- 
ventitious aids to commend it to notice, es- 
pecially where its uses are 80 numerous and 
so varied and its convenience so extremely 
great as those of compressed air.“ 

If a boiler bursts the water suddenly flashes 
into steam of 1,600 times its volume, causing 
the destructive effects of an explosion. If a 
com pressed air receiver should burst with the 
air at forty-five pounds, the air would only 
expand into four times its volume and vanish 
ina harmless puff. There is not the slightest 
resemblance between the two effects. 


Compressed Air and Electricity, 


In 1890 the company interested in develop- 
ing the power of Niagara Falls and trans- 
mitting power to Buffalo formed a commis- 
sion in London to consider plans to be sub- 
mitted by selected engineers, The commis- 
sion consisted of Sir William Thompson, 
President; Coleman Sellers, professor of 
mechanics of the Franklin Institute, as repre- 
senting the company and the Um States; 
Col. Turrettini, representing Switzerland; 
Prof. Masca representing France; and 
Prof. W. C. Unwin, Secretary. Numerous 
plans and estimates were submitted and the 
work of the Cataract Construction company 
at Niagara is now being pushed rapidly. 
Prof. Coleman Sellers, speaking about the 
works at Niagara in an address delivered at 
the Franklin Institute May 20, 1891, states: 

There will be acentral station for the generation, 
first of about 5,000 horse-power by compressed air, 
another one of 5,000 horse-power by electricity 
with the possible extension of either to one of 
these the amount of 100,000 horse-power added in 
units of 2,500 to 5,000 -horse-power to either, one by 
one, in whichever direction proves the most protit- 
able and is called for by the manufacturer. 

From this it would seem that the commis. 
sion, composed as it was of some of the ablest 
engineers in the world, was not satisfied of 
the advantages of electricity over compressed 
air for power distributing purposes. Contin- 
ing, Coleman Sellers says: 

You may wonder why compressed air is thought 
of at all for transmission, as yon have known in 
America that it has been thought to be a very 
wasteful manner of transmitting power, but the 
recent improvements that have been made in 
compressors have mach changed the conditions 


of that mode of transmission, and the fact that so | 


much gain is possible reheating the air indi- 
cates a cheap power which can be transmitted 
long distances with economy., dispensing with 
one lines of shafting,

Compressed Air on Street Cars, 


With regard to working street cars by com- 
pressed air: In former attempts the aim was 
to provide sufficient sturage of power on the 
motor carto carry it the whole journey out 
and back again to thedepot. This necessi- 
tated either extremely large receivers, if the 
pressure was low, or excessively strong re- 
ceivers if the storage was made up by in- 
creased pressure. us the dead load that 
had to be carried was greatly increased, and 
the cost of producmg the air at such high 
pressure was excessive. A system in- 
vented some two years ago by Messrs. Hughes 
& Lancaster of Chester, England, has changed 
all that. Instead of great storage of air on 
the car they have only a small storage at 
comparatively low pressure, and as this would 
not carry the car a long journey they provide 
means for automatically renewing the charge 
of air in the receivers at convenient intervais 
along the car route. | 

This system has been gradually improved 
and perfected during the last two years, and 
it is confidently expected will prove more 
corivenient and economical than any other 
power for street-car propulsion. The system 
as exemplified „at Chester has been tested and 
approved by such eminent engineers as Prof. 

nwin, F. R. S., and D. K. Clark of London, 
Mr. Sturgeon of Chester, and Dr. Coleman 
Sellers of Philadelphia. The latter reports 
concerning it: 

I am clearly of the opinion that the Hughes & 
Lancaster system of low-pressure compressed air 
propulsion of street-cars, if put into practice, will 
result in a more economical and a more satisfac- 
tory power system than either electricity or cable 
traction offers in working lines not so crowded 
with street traffic as to warrant expensive steam 
installations.

Miss Carrie C. Sankey declares that she was 
legally adopted by Samuel Sankey in January, 
1879; that the heirs attacked the decree of 
adoption in Pennsylvania; and that the Su- 
preme Court of that State finally sustained 
the decree which made her the only heir-at- 
law of Samel Sankey, who died in 1886, 

In the present suit the heirs-at-law seek a 
partition of the land, which again attacks the 
validity of the decree of adoption. The heirs

MRS, CARTER GRANTED A REHEARING. 


Her Attorneys Regard it as a Great Victo- 
ry for Her. : 

When the opinion of the Supreme Court was 
filed in the Carter divorce suit sustaining the 
finding of the lower court, which waz decided- 
ly against Mrs. Caroline Louise Carter and 
favorable to the defendant and cross-com- 
plainant, Leslie Carter, her faithful attorneys, 
though worsted at every point, were not dis- 
couraged. A motion fora rehearing in the 
Supreme Court was made and entered, In 
support of it a brief of seventy-five pages was 
prepared and submitted to the consideration 
of the court by her attorneys, W. J. Hynes, 
Sidney Smith, R. W. Morrison, and J. J. 
Herrick. 

In the appeal beginumg the brief it was 
pointed out that Mrs. Carter would irretrieva- 
bly lose her good name and the respect of her 
child if the opinion wer: allowed to stand. 
Then all the errors alleged in the original rec- 
ord to the Supreme Court were reviewed, 
with authorities quoted at great length. The 
motion for the rehearing was made March 3 
and yesterday morning it was granted, Jus: 
tice Craig, who wrote the opinion, making the 
announcement. When the opinion was filed 
Justice Scholfield did not concur in the judg- 
ment nor in all the rulings; Justice Shope did 
not concur, and, while Justice Baker con- 
curred in the judgment of affirmation, he did 
not concur in ali the doctrines. However, the 
opinion was filed ana would probably have 
stood had it not been for the long and effect- 
~ for a rehearing. 

granting of the rehearing is regarded 
as a great victory for Mrs. Carter, and her at- 
torneys have hopes of a reversal of the severe 
verdict that ended the famous and sensational 
trial that dragged its way through the Cook 
County courts three years ago, 

A reversal would not necessarily bring 
about a retrial of the cause. R. W. Morrison, 
who was junior counsel in the case, was cver- 
joyed to learn last night that the rehearing 
had been granted. ) 

It's a great victory,“ he said, “almost 
stisfactory, indeed, as a reversal, for it ap- 
pears to indicate that mistakes had been 
made. There will probably be further argu- 
ments to secure a decision favorable to Mrs. 
Carter from the Supreme Court, but I hardl 
look for another trial of the case. I thin 
both sides have had enough, and some settle- 
ment might be made. That would be my ad- 
vice, anyhow. A reversal would viudicate 
Mrs. Carter, and it was for such vindication 
that the case has been so hard pressed. I am 
sure the news will be the most welcome that 
could be sent to Mrs. Carter, who is now play- 
ng ia the Star Theater in New York.”’

The following statement concerning the 
floats to be constructed for the World's Fair 
dedicatory ceremonies Oct. 12, 1892, is issued 
by the Department of Publicity and Promo- 
tion: 

It is intended that the spectacular effects to be 
added to the ceremonies attendant ung the ded- 
ication of the t buiidings of the Wo 
lumbian Exposi shall be of the most brilliant 
and magnificent character. It was not easy, how- 

rovide anything of an absolutely new 
cad tee time it seemed as th all ef- 
forts would have to be directed towa simply 
making the pyrotechnic displays at night and the 
ons by day greater and more brilliant 
than all previous processions and displays. The 
special features of the water canals and lagoons 
on the grounds, however, su ted that a novel 
mbination of two might be made. Care- 
study bei given to the plan it’ was 
soon discov to 8 prac- 
ticable, and steps were taken to 
perfect the details, The final result was the con- 
ception of the night parade through the water 
canals of a series of superbly ornate floats or 
bar, each representing a special subject di- 
y bearing on American history, the whole to 
entitled The ion of the Centuries.” 
hese floats or barges, twenty-four in number, 
will be mounted upon specially constructed cata- 
marans and by enious mechanical * 
ment will be p lied through the water. 0 
contract for the building of these floats has been 
awarded to Schober & Carqueville of Chicago. 
William M. Wells at once began turning out the 
designs. From the great sketches in color that 
he has finished, aided by his explanation, the 
following description of what promises to be ane 
of =~ mosta@magnificent pageants ever imagined 
is taken : 


How the Floats Will Look. 


The first float belies its name, for it will not be 
a float at all. In the published programs of the 
rocession the aborigines of America. or those 
ving in the country at the time of the discovery, 
are placed third, being preceded by the stone and 
bronze ages. This order has been changed for 
artistic reasons, The aboriginal age will occupy 
the first position. In lieu of a single float this 
group will be composed of a score or more of im- 
dependent canoes of varying sizes and character- 
istics, from the tiny bark canoe for a single Ry 
dler to the great wooden war canoes propelled by 
many paddlers. These canoes will be manned by 
Indians to represent the many tribes from the 
nearly naked, bronze-hued Indian of the tropics 
to their fur-clad brethren of Upper America. 
This feature of — — small ts is to be 
repeated at intervals along the line. 

The aboriginal a will be followed by the 
stone age and the cliff dwellers. This float will be 
approximately 40 feet long, 22 feet wide, and 30 
feet high—dimensions that apply with necessary 
variations to the remainder of the floats. It will 
show in fac-simile the rude dwellings of the old 
cliff dwellers—mere caves carved in the rocky 
faces of steep cafion walls and reached by rude 
notched posts or ladders. These color effects are 
to be produced by great search lights so ar- 
ranged that a float leaving the territory covered 
by one instantly enters that covered by the next. 

Following the stone age comes the age of 
metal. The vast float shows one of the huge 
teocallies of Old Mexico. Within the shrine is to 
be seen the flower-garlanded, blood-bespattered 
image of Huitzilopochtli, the war fore 
the shrine there is a procession. This whole float 
will blaze with yellow sheen of gold and ruddier 
tones of copper, and be rich in great masses of

The boat is drawn up on 
the pebbly beach, while Columbus, bearing the 
royal standard, and the two brothers Pinzon, car- 
rying the Admirals banner of the green cross, 
kneel upon the shore and take om of the 
New World for their Catholic Majesties of Cas- 
tile and Leon. 

The next scene is the return of Columbus to the 
Court at Barcelona. Seven months and a half 
before, Columbus had sailed away estimated by 
most as a bairbrained adventurer of whom naught 
would ever be heard again. But the tiny Nina” 
had reappeared bringing him back with strange 
trophies of gold and with nine of the inhabitants 
of the unknown lands beyond the seas. In full 
court he is received by their Majesties. This is 
the scene presented. 

The next scene represent those who came after 
him from other lands. The first of these is the Eu- 
— Cavaliers and the settlement at Jamestown. 
The precise details of this float and of that which 
is to follow it are not yet decided upon by Mr. 
Wells. The ninth float will show Hendrik Hud- 
son, the Hudson River, and the settlement of New 
Amsterdam. Following these two will come an- 
other float of peculiar interest to Americans: The 
landing of the Pilgrims and incidents of early 
Puritan life. Mr. Wells is not decided whether 
to include these in one group or not. Should bis 
present design stand as here described he will 
probably add another float that will represent a 
well-known incident of early Puritan life, namely 
the courtship of Miles Standish. The design 
now prepared is a double float. The first repre- 
sents the landing on Piymouth Rock. Snow 
covers the rock and it is with difficulty that the 
Pilgrims disembark from their tiny boat. The 
second represents tbe visit made by the great 
— Samoset to the colonists at Massachusetts 

ay. 

Discovery of the Blississippi. 

Just midway in the great spectacle sweeps on 
the float representing Ferdinand De Soto at the 
Mississippi.” Riding down to the banks of the 
mighty Father of Waters is seen De Soto. About 
him cluster his mailed soldiers, some mounted, 
others on foot. Following this will come a flout 
commemorating the achievements of Marqué@tte 
and La Salie and the discovery of the Northwest. 
This concludes what may be termed the Old 

tory. Two great scenes in the opening history 
of the nation follow, neither of which needs ex- 
tensive description. The first of these represents 
“ Washington and His Generals,” and the second 
the scene of the most important event, perhaps 
of all history, “ The signing of the Declaration of 
Independence.” 

The remaining floats are ali symbolic of the 
progress of America in art and civilization. This 
series is fitly introduced by the sixteenth float. 
This represents allegorically “The Thirteen 

inal States and the Growth of the Nation.“ 

The next float comes still closer to Chicago. 
It represents Western yloneer days under the 
title“ Westward Ho.” Next comes The Genius 

Invention.” This design is as yet incomplete. 
That which follows is entitled Electricity.” It 
will be followed by the float representing War.“ 
Two designs exist. The stronger of the two re 
resents a triple scene. The other design is — 
allegorical and represents the Dogs of War 
issuing amid smoke and din to the fray. Fob 
lowing close after this comes Peace.” 

The graceful barge is snow-white, with broad 
bands of golden ornaments. On the high 
prow stands “Prosperity” scattering treasure 
with lavish hands. The tall ornate mast carries 
from its carved spar a single broad white silken 
sail, whereon is inscribed the word Peace.” 

The final three barges are to represent in like 
manner Agriculture, Science, Art, and Literature, 
Universal Freedom of Man, Equal Rights, Law 
and Justice, Liberty Enlightening the World. 
The float representing Mining will take a place in 
the procession immediately after that of Agri- 
culture. The general design of the float is 
divided into four columns, placed at the four 
corners of the structure, emblematic of precious 
metals, base metals, combustibles, stone and mar- 
ble. A central figure of Vulcan, receiving a piece 

of metal from a miner standing, pick in hand, at 
the mouth of a tunnel, will surmount the display. 
A cross section will show a shaft of a mine, with a 
miner in the act of inserting a drill. Modern 
mining machinery and a stamping mill will lixe- 
wise be shown. ä

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How Those in Japan Are to Be Interested 
id Forming Exhibits in the Woman's 
Building—Sunecess of Mrs. Potter Palmer 
in New York — Arrangements Being 
Made for a Colonial Exhibit That Will 


Be of Great Interest, Cire ular Issued by 

Colorado Lady Managers. 

Leading women of Japan are to be interest- 
ed in forming organizations for the promo- 
tion of an exhibit in the Woman's Building at 
the World's Fair. This is to be effected 
through Mrs. Waternabe. Mrs. Waternabe is 
the wife of the Imperial Japanese Minister to 
Austria. Mr. Waternabe is also the Vice- 
President of the Japanese World’s Fair Com- 
mission. The Minister and his wife are at the 
Auditorium, and yesterday visited World’s 
Fair headquarters. . : 

Mrs. Waternabe was no sooner in the build- 
ing than she expressed a desire to meet Mrs. 
Potter Palmer, the President of the Board of 
Lady Managers. They held an extended con- 
ference, during which the Japanese woman 
expressed her desire to lend any possible aid 
towards stirring up the women of her coun- 
try in the interest of the World’s Fair, Mrs, 
Palmer was pleased to have such a strong 
ally in carrying on the work of enthusmg 
women in ali countries. As a result Mrs. 
Waternabe will prebably be appointed to or- 
ganize a woman’s committee for work in 
Japan the same as has been done in London 
and Paris. 

Mrs. Palmer was much interested during 
her recent visit to New York by an investiga- 
tion into woman’s participation in the illus- 
tration of books, in engraving of every de- 
scription, and in all varieties of artistic 
picturemaking. From Mr. Drake of the. 
Century Mrs, Palmer received valuable infor- 
mation and assistance, including a list of the 
women most distinguished in the line of book 
illustration. Other publishers were most kind 
and heipful and the pues librarians and 
leading dealers in old books were visited by 
Mrs. Palmer in the search fora full record of 
woman's achievements in this direction. It 
is desired to make the exhibit as full and as 
complete as possible, beginning with the 
earliest and most elementary evidences of 
pictorial art in women and concluding with 
the exquisite work by them which adorns the 
books of today. It is also 1 de- 
sired to discover and secure rare old volumes 
con taining illustrations by women, especially 
those curious and beautiful illumina man- 
uscripts found in only costly 2 and 
any information concerning exhibits of this 
kind will be appreciatively received. 

A recent number of the Housewife’s Jour- 
nal, published and edited in Berlin by Mme. 
Lina Morgenstein, contains a lengthy 
editorial upon woman’s work for the Exposi- 
tion. The San Francisco Woman’s Exchange 
proposes to show glace fruits and salted 
almonds of California growth, preserved fruits 
and certain delicacies for the sick, for which 
this particular exchange is celebrated. It will 
also show some especially fine drawn work in 
linen, but will probably not attempt embroid- 
eries or fancy work, as its achievements. are 
limited chiefly to copying in that direction. 
Other exchanges working from original de- 
signs will make fine showimgs in these lines. 
The Woman’s Board is endeavoring to secure 
a complete list of all exchanges. 

The colonial exhibit is assuming important 

roportions. During the last session of the 
ady managers a Committee of Colonial 
Display was appointed, consisting of thirteen 
members representing the original States. 
These women are actively at work. They are 
giving colonial teas and numerous similar en- 
tertainments to raise funds. Their efforts 
have already resulted in bringing to light 
many interesting and historical antiquities. A 
recent communication is 8 an arin- 
chair belonging to the family of John Hau- 
cock, the signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
, pendence. 

The Louisiana lady managers are “giving 
especial attention to a complete showing o 
the philanthropic enterprises of that State. 
There will be a meeting of the State Board 
April 2 and the lady managers contemplate 
securing the appointment at that time of a 
special committee to attend to this particular 
exhibit. 

Beautiful and artistic designs for the wood 
carving for the interior of the Woman’s Build- 
ing are coming in every day. One from Kan- 
sas is an arrangement of the State emblem, 
the sunflower, and two designs from Iowa in 
Italian renaissance are quite pleasing. 

The Lady Managers of Colorado are out in 
another of their practical circulars to the 
women of the State. They are urged to incite 
the women oftheir immediate neighborhood 
to prepare exhibits for the Exposition in every 
line of. work in which they excel. They are 
also asked to emphasize the fact that articles 
sent by Colurado will not go into the State 
Buiiding, but that each article will be sent to 
a building prepared expressly for that classifi- 
cation. Historical articles are asked for, and 
the circular says: We want to know what 
the women of your county are doing toward 
its mental and moral development in relig- 
ious, charitable, reformatory, codperative, 
educational, and literary organizstion. This 
fact may be shown by statistics, accompanied 
by pictures of buildings, etc.; by copies of 
rules and by-laws of societies; by programs 
sohvenirs, ete., which will be classified and 
arranged. We also wish to collect the busi. 
ness cards of women, all books written by 
women, all mineral and scientific collections 
made by women, and any inventions by 
women.’

In the course of 
his travels it is to be arranged for the Em- 
peror to take in the National Capital, where 
he will be the guest of President Harrison at 
the White Houses Should he accept this in- 
vitation he will be assigned apartments at the 
executive mansion, where his uncle, the Prince

This is a wonderfully tender and beautiful 
story. It is the story of a pure, u uselfish life; 
it is the picture of a simple and heroic soul.

Paul Meyerhofer is bort to a heritage of 
sorrow. His father, a violent, 8 man,

family by wild s ations, and soon after 
Paul’s birth the eyerhofers < quit their beau- 
tiful home for a lonely farmhouse in the 
midst of a moor. Paul grows up like 
the ugly duckling in the story, despised by all 
except his mother on account of a fancied 
stupidity which is really genius. The Dame 
Care“ of the legend, who had presided at his 
birth, has endow him with a re 
thoughtfulness. He is careful and troubl 

about many things, but never about Ihimecif 

O, he had cares enough! Care cleaved to 
him like bis own flesh and blood; whether the 
hen which had strayed today would be found 
again tomorrow; whether the ointment which 
his father had brought from the town yester- 
day would agree with a dun-colored horse; 
whether the hay had been dry enough before 
it was turned; and how the starlings in the 
gutter on the roof would bring up their little 


ones without the cat geti:zng at them.“ When 


unjustly punished by his father he solaces 
himself with whistling.. In whistling he 
manifested not only his longings, his 
childish dreams, but also his anger and in- 
dignation. The feelings for which his un- 
couth mind did not find any expression, for 
which he lacked — ties or even thoughts, he 
dared in this loneliness to pour forth un- 
checked by means ef whistling. So his de- 
pressed, timid soul found an outlet. Whole 
symphonies he executed, shrill and harsh at 
the beginning, growing softer and softer, and 
at last meltmg away in sadness and resigna- 
tion. Nobody guessed the art he practi by 
himself, and how much conselation and exul- 
tation he owed to that same art—not even his 
mother. Since he had seen hér break into 
tears one winter's night, as he without heed- 
ing her had softly whistled to himself—since 
that time he left off as soon as she came near 
him; he thought it hurt her.” But sweet 
Elsbeth Douglas, daughter of the rich proprie- 
tor at Helenenthal, heard him once as he lay 
at her feet among the heather, and from that 
hour she loved him. 

So the dumb poet-soul, thrilled with infinite 
yearnings, unfolded itself in shy seclusion, 
with none to behold its delicate bloom. 
Elsbeth goes abroad with her mother, and 
when she returns, a high-bred young lady, 
she is beset by weaithy * with whom 
poor Paul cannot hope to compete. Bu 
meanwhile Paul has become the mainstay of 
his family. In his hands the farm prospers 
until every penuy of debt is paid off; and, 
after his mother’s death, it is he who carries 
out his 2 s neglected plans of t-cult- 
ure. But he at the price of his own 
happiness. He cannot follow his musical 
bent without neglecti his duties. If for a 
moment he thinks of beth—and she, kind 
soul, does what she can to encourage him— 
some crisis at home is sure to demand his 
care. His father and his younger sisters are a 
constant grf to him. tHe com — the be- 
trayers of his two sisters to fulfill their prom- 
ise of marriage, although the — 5 he 
engages to y will cost him long 
years of labor. His utter sincerit 
and uncompromising literalness, whi 
have unfitted him for oy 3 
threaten to estrange his only friend; 
finally, after an act of ineredible one ser 
these very qualities bring about his imprison- 
ment asa malefactor. But at last he reaps 
his reward. Liberated after two years, he 
finds the beloved woman, for whom he has 
risked so much, waiting to go — * hand 
he had not ventured to ask. The old legend 
is falsifled and Dame Care is effectually ban- 


ished. 

This, of course, is the barest outline of the 
story. But enough has been said, we hope, to 
indicate the singular and touching charm of 
its hero. Paul Meyerhofer is indeed a sublime 
creation. His earnestness, fidelity, simplicity, 
and unconscious goodness not even cynics 
can withstand. The author has not endowed 
him with impossible perfections. Paul has 
the German temperament, but refined and 
ennobled by his baptism of sorrow. He is 
honest, affectionate, steadfast, but his percep- 
tions are slow aud his instincts at fault; 
he seems congenitally incapable of re- 

senti an injury. It is this union 
of qualities that makes him so winning a per- 
sonage; 2 hero more fully equipped the 
battle of life would not so easily move one’s 

ity. Elsbeth, too, is tenderly sketched, and 

—ů * mother is a quietly pathetic figure. 

The sweet sadness which pervades the 
story, however, is incommunicable by 
any description of ours. Paul strikes the 
keynote when he says: “If there were 
no anxiety one would not know for 
what purpose one lives. You must let her be 
your friend. I have knawn her all my life, 
and when I did not know why I quickly found 
some reason. Such creatures. as we are must 
renounce happiness of our own free will, and, 
however near it may be to us, we may not gee 
it—something sad always comes between us 
and happiness. The only thing we.can do is 
to watch over the happiness of others and to 
make them as happy as possible. 

Messrs. Harper Bros. deserve the thanks 
of American readers for introducing to their 
notice this noble example of modern Ger- 
man literature. 


“English Pen Artists of Today,“ by Charles 
G. Harper. 

We open this volume with pleasant antici- 
pations, which, alas, are quickly banished to 
the limbo of the half-fulfilled. Its object is 
to present the best works of a certain class of 
English artists. The author, however, has 

— the mistake of expanding the text at the 
cost of the illustrations. He opens with an 
„argument in which he seeks to justify the 
existence of his book. His reasons are scarce-- 
ly convinemg; his language, too, is needlessly 
high-flown, and he seems to be “fishing for 
compliments.“ The impression left on the 
readers mind is distinctly unfavorable. 
Moreover, the writer allows himself to dis- 
parage the work of American artists. .

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WHAT THEY MUST DO IF THEY 
HOPE TO BE SUCCESSFUL. 


Long Years Must Be Spent in Study, Both 
at Home and’ Abroad—In Some Cases 
There Is a Desperate Struggle’ with 
Poverty—How Girls Who Would Be 
Artists Live—Schools in New York 
and Studios in Paris—Something About 
Women Who Have Succeeded. 


In the study of art a woman enjoys equal 
advantages with men, and encounters less re- 
sistance on account of her sex than in most 
professions, says the New York Sun. The best 
art schools in this country and in Europe ac- 
cept women as pupils, though they do not em- 
ploy them as instructors. The great masters 
are accessible to women as critics, and con- 
ventionality finds less menace to womanly 
ideals and traditions in a girl's thrusting her 
thumb through a palette than in her wielding 
the scalpel or expounding the statute. The 
chief disadvantage which militates against 
her success is that while the woman student 
usually has less money than the man it costs 
her more to pursue her studies at any of the 
great art centers. She must live in a respect- 
able locality and take her meals in respectable 
eating-houses, and for these refinements of life 
she must pay equally respectable prices. The 
man student loses nothing in social or artistic 
standing on account of his residence or envi- 
ronment. He is not exacting in the small re- 
finements of living, ana dines like a prince in 
acommon beer garden. He submits grace- 
fully to keeping his top hat. if he has one, 
on the shelf with his coffee-pot, while his 
loaf and cheese find honorable place among 
his brushes and charcoals. The woman 
must dress better than the man, pay almost 
twice as much for her clothing, and expend 
double the amount of time and nerve force in 
adjusting it with the siinple neatness that dis- 
tinguishes the woman of refinement. In the 
Paris schools a woman pays twice as much 
money for half as much instruction. Her 
weekly fees are double those paid by the men, 
and the instructors visit her classes but once 
each week to twice a week at the men’s 
classes. Finally, a woman rarely has funds 
enough for the continuous, systematic, and 
extended study that lays the foundation for 
strong and orginal work. 

The first question to be considered by the 
ambitious young woman from Denver or 
wherever who has painted some daisies on a 
banner and feels the tire of genius burn is 
how and where she shall study. New York is 
usually the Mecca in this country toward 
which the ambitious artist travels, and in one 
of the four great schools of the city finds out 
how little she knows of the Art that is epelled 
with a capital A. If the girl has little money 
and a modest ambition to become a designer 
of dadoes rather than of dresses, or a teacher 
of art instead of fractions, she tries to enter 
Cooper Union, that haven prepared for worthy 
young women. If she has already attained 
sufficient technical skill to pass the competi- 
tive examinations at the Academy of Design 
she may enter the academy school, where, 
after the payment of a small entrance fee, in- 
struction is free. There are no elementary 
classes, no teachers to finish and retouch the 
work of students, and instruction is given en- 
tirely by lecture and criticism. Applicants 
for admission submit to the school com mittee 
ashaded drawing from the plaster cast, and 
promotions in the life ‘class depend upon the 
committee’s approval of a submitted 
drawing of the full length statue. In 
the school of the Metropolitan Muse- 
um, as the instruction is not free, 
the conditions of membership are less exact- 
ing than those of the academy, the only requi- 
sites being a letter of introduction from some 
resident of good standing and specimens of 
the student’s work. However, the consensus 
of artistic opinion gives the Art Students' 
League the preference over all other schools 
in this country, not ouly for superior tech- 
nical training to the beginner but for broad 
artistic culture. In the founding of the 
league women played an important part, and 
in its privileges women share equally with 
men, except they are not among the in- 
structors. 

The first year of the girl student’s life is not 
one of unalloyed happiness. Heroic measures 
are adopted at the league to destroy the buoy- 
ancy of conceit upon which the untrained art- 
ist oats in imagination to the summit of 
fame’s citadel. girl whore studies in color 
and portraits of the relatives have adorned the 
home parlor is put to work pon the prosaic 
drawing of block hands and feet. The inter- 
ested friends at home meanwhile make life 
cheerful for her by writing for some of her 

ictures, to see how she is getting along. 

Jexatious are the privations she endures to 
make the little sum of money she has 
begged from the family income or hoarded up 
for herself cover the expenses of city life, 
where it is the unnecessaries, gloves, car fare, 
books, little spreads, etc., and not the neces- 
saries, that spoil the best calculations in econ- 
omy. Board bills and tuition fees that meet 
her squarely in the face she is ready for.

However, the greatest admirers of her de- 
termination advise her not to come to New 
York for study before she is 18, and not to 
expect to make herself comfortable here on 
less than $500 for board, clothes, and tuition 
during the yearly session of the schools.

WORK THAT IS BEING DONE BY 
WOMEN IN KANSAS. 


Curious Innovation in the Local Govern- 
ment of the Sunflower State Caused by 
Granting Municipal Suffrage to the 
Gentle Sex—Women Act as Mayors and 
Serve as Judges—Some of the Difficulties 
with Which They Are Confronted While 
Discharging the Duties of Their Offices. 


Traveling through Kansas one meets at 
every turn a woman with a knot of gold col- 
ored ribbon on her breast. This is the badge 
first worn by the Kansas Equal Suffrage As 
sociation and since adopted by the national or- 


ganization. 

This State has been the battle-ground for 
human freedom since its Territorial admis- 
sion in 1854. There seenis to be something in 
the Kansas air that inspires an attitude of de- 
fense against every sort of oppression and ag- 
gressive warfare against injustice. 

The pioneers of the Border Ruffian’ days 
cleared the way with blood and battle through

material difficulties, but the gentle reformers 
of the present day fight only intellectual bat- 
tles. 


The prohibitory law of Kansas is the result 
of constant and persistent skirmishing on the 
part of the women. The constitutional clause 
providing for municipal suffrage for women 
was gained by a few fighting women who 
braved public opinion and opposition for 
years for this scanty recognition—this sop to 
Cerberus. 

Are these women satisfied with victories al- 
ready won? 

By no means. 

The hitherto invincible rock of State and 
national suffrage is still being assailed with 
all the artillery which the fair sex is able to 
command, and careful preparations are being 
made to efface the word male from the 
suffrage clause at the next constitutional con- 
vention. 

The granting of municipal suffrage has 
made some curious innovations in local gov- 
ernment in Kansas, People have grown ac- 
customed to the idea of a woman Mayor, and 
a complete Aldermanic body of women is no 
novelty. 

Mrs. Mary F. Groundwater of Cottonwood 
Falls is probably the first of her sex to serve 
as Police Judge. 

Dr. Rachel Packson, the present Mayor of 
Kiowa, has experienced some novel difficulties 
in the execution of her official duties, Woman- 
like she thought her oath of office was bind- 
ing, and proceeded to enforce the laws with 
all the zeal and vigor of a novice. Her ene- 
mies say that her methods are impractical, 
and have made strenuous efforts to make her 
election appear illegal, but so far they have 
been unsuccessful. 

In Rice County Miss Ella Cameron served 
out her father’s unexpired term as Probate 
Judge after his death and the last Legislature 
legalized her acts, 

One town in the state elected a woman 
City Treasurer. She promptly gave bonds 
for $20,000 and entered upon the discharge of 
the duties of her office to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. ‘ 

Mrs. J. M. Kellogg, who was the first wom- 
an to receive the appointment of Assistant 
Attorney-General, gave efficient service iu her 
unusual position. llogg is a pretty 
httle brown-eyed woman of 35. At a recent 
equal suffrage convention at Atchison she was 
calted on several times to unravel knotty 
questions that bothered the gentle deliber- 
ators. | 

Mrs. Emma Johns of Salina has been the 
President of the State Equal Suffrage Associa- 
tion for six years. Mrs. Johns says theoret- 
ically she believes in a rotation of office, but 
practically she is a fixture. The truth is there 
are few women who arecapable and at the same 
fime willing to make the sacrifices that the 

sition demands. Mrs. Johns is a sweet- 
aced woman who makes a telling argument

Susan B. Anthony is usually present at these 
meetings, gnd the women love and revere her 
as their ledder and general. She is fond of 
Kansas, and claims five of the younger 
women in the cause as her adopted nieces, 
and they always address her as “ Aunt 
Susan.”’ 

Another name sacred to the women of the 
State is that of Mrs. Clarinda Howard Nichols. 
To her Kansas women are indebted for many 
of the civil rights which they were long too 
apathetic touse. Her presence in consti- 
tutional convention at Wyandotte in 1859 se- 
cured for women liberal property rights, equal 
guardianship of their children, and the right 
to vote on all school matters. 

who attended that convention remem- 
ber her as the pleasant-faced woman who sat 
at a table to the right of the President, some- 
times with pen and paper but oftener with her 
knitting. She was wise enough to know that 
legal rights secured in a constitution are not 
so easily. abrogated by amendment or repeal 
as when left to the power of the islature, 
and that thus protected time would test the 
worth of the measures. 

Mrs. Nichols also obtained for the women 
of Vermont the first breath of legal and civil 
existence that they knew, introducing a bill 
that sécured to the wife her personal property, 
with the right to use it and power to defend 
and dispose of it as she chose.

Earning a 
limited amount of money she established 
asmall bakery. This increased under her man- 
agement to wholesale dimensions. She sent 
out from this establishment bread-carts that 
carried as free gifts to the deserving poor 300 
loaves of bread daily. 
Everything this woman undertook pros- 
greatly. could neither read 
nor write, and had an extremely limited idea 
of res; yet she carried on such an ex- 
tensive business that she rolled up a large 
bank account yearly. Her appearance 
in * . and ne me L 77 
possessing. 8 was usually e in 
a short — of gray, with Quaker-like bon- 
net, and with coarse, coe Hig she presented 
anything but a fashionable presence driving 
through the streets in a clumsy cart, with her 
plain costume, on her errands of mercy or 
business; she was never a subject of ridicule 
or derision, but always of respectful defer- 
ence; even the mischiev:us street hoodlum 
doffed his ragged cap and stood waiting to 
serve her. She never questioned the religion 
or creed of a suffering one; it it was suffi- 
cient to know they were in want, to such 
she gave largely. The needs of the orphan 
appealed most strongly to her sympathies; 
especially to those Who were made fatherless 
and mothekless by that fatal pestilence, the 
yellow fever, she gave large slices of her in- 
come, At one time one of the princely mer- 
chants of New Orleans told her he would give 
her all of the goods she could move in any 
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way with her hands, alone and unaided,

the load which she carried away with her that 
she could, by exerting all her strength, suc-:

‘ge crowd, who eagerly olle assistance, 
but she refused all help. The merchant, see- 
ing her energy and pluck, withdrew his proviso 
and insisted upon furnishing for her necessary 
aid. Her only reply was, Lou have fulfilled 
your part of contract I must mine,“ and 
and she did, although it took her nearly one 
whole day to reach the orphan asylum, here 
to make comfortable and glad the hearts of 
the desolate little ones with the gifts obtained 
by her ingenuity and labor. At the time of 
her death her remains lay in state two days 
and were viewed by thousands of people. The 
funeral took place at St. Patrick’s Church, 
and was the largest ever known in the 
histury of New Orleans except that of 
Jefferson Davis. procession of carriages 
extended for miles and included every re- 
ligious order, every civic society, the priests 
clergymen, and ple of every church and 
denomination, with the children from all the 
schools and numerous orphan asylums in the 
city, old and young, rich and poor, ignoraut 
and wise, all turn out to do honor to the 
memory of one plain, uneducated woman, for 
her were great. The whole of her fort- 
une was ueathed tothe different orphan 
asylums without regard to faith. The spot 
chosen for her monument by a grateful pub- 
lic is called Margaret 1 — and lies directly in 
front of the Female Orphan Asylum, which 
she helped to establish. Thusto New Orleans 
belongs the hopor of erecting the first monu- 
ment in America to woman, and that woman 
the good Margaret Haughery.”
